They 
were  firmly  fixed  to  the  guL  As  Professor 
McConnell  fonud  the  parasites  in  a  large 
number  of  post-mortems,  in  cases  where 
the  victims,  who  are  uatives,  died  of  many 
different  diseases,  he  does  not  feel  justified 
in  stating  that  they  were  the  sole  cause  of 
of  death  in  any  cose.  In  many  patients 
he  admits  that  anaemia  was  the  prevailing 
feature,  but  attributes  this  rather  to  dysen¬ 
teric  and  malarial  complications. — Scitntiflc 
American. 


k  in  one  of  the  German  chemical 
Journal  calls  attention  to  a  possible  incon- 
veuieuee  resulting  from  the  use  of  ultra¬ 
marine  in  the  coloring  of  wall  papers.  He 
states  that  a  room  covered  with  oue  of 
these  Ultramar  ins  papers  was  observed  to 
be  tainted  by  a  smell  of  snlpheroited  hy¬ 
drogen.  the  source  of  which  had  long  es. 
raped  detection.  Eventually,  however,  it 
was  associated  with  the  paper,  aud  a 
closer  examination  led  to  the  eopelaaion 
that  tbe  ultramarine  on  the  surface  was  be¬ 
ing  slowly  decomposed  under  the  influence 
of  the  alum  in  the  paste  used  in  banging 
the  paper.  Thin  appeared  to  be  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  fact  that  a  piece  of  the  paper, 
steeped  in  very  dilute  sedation  of  alum, 
guvs  off  sufficient  sulphuretted  bydrogeu  to 
be  perceptible  to  the  uose  and  to  blacken 
lead  paper.

,  No  ous  of  ZLa  Mohammedan  races  has 
carried  out  the  license  given  to  sensual  pas¬ 
sion  by  the  Koran  aud  the  adhering  tradi¬ 
tion  to  snch  an  extent  as  have  the  Ottoman 
Turks,  and  no  race  has  suffered  so  much, 
from  that  licensa.  The  aril  consequences 
are  far-reaching  and  baleful  in  the  extreme. 
It  is  to  food  Turkish  sensuality  that  the 
slave  trade  throughout  the  empire  and  in 
tbe  iuterior  of  Africa  is  maintained.  The 
beautiful,  fair  daughters  who  are  purchased 
from  the  Georgians  and  Circassians  also 
find  their  way  at  last  to  the  harems  of  Con¬ 
stantinople,  Brusa,  Smyrna,  Adrioaople, 
Aleppo,  Bagdad,  and  other  towns  and  cities 
of  Asia  Minor.  Ous  of  the  direct  results 
of  this  seusuality  is  that  the  Turks  have 
degenerated  physically  during  the  post  two 
hundred  years.  That  the  conqueross  of 
Constantinople  were  a  hardy  race  of  great 
physical  strength  there  can  be  no  doubt  ; 
that  the  great  majority  of  modern  Turks 
are  of  an  effeminate  type  is  equally  certain  f 
very  many  of  them  are  persons  of  flue  ap¬ 
peal. luce,  but  they  are  phyaically  weak, 
without  elasticity,  giving  the  impression  of 
uieu  who  have  lost  their  vitality.  The  sama 
may  be  said  even  more  emphatically  of  Turk¬ 
ish  woman;  they  are  small  in  stature,  of  a 
sickly  complexion,  easily  fatigued  by  alight 
exertion,  and  become  prematurely  old. 
After  the  age  of  forty  all  feminine  beauty 
is  gone ;  the  eyes  have  become  sunken,  the 
cheeks  hollow,  and  tho  face  wrinkled ;  and 
there  remains  no  trace  of  the  activity  and 
physical  strength  often  seen  in  English  wo¬ 
men  of  sixty-five  or  eventy  of  seventy  yean 
of  age.  Another  immediate  result  of  the 
prevailing  seusuality  is  the  mental  imbe¬ 
cility  of  multitudes  of  the  Ottoman  Turks  ; 
great  numbers  aaioug  them  are  intellectually 
stupid.  Many  eveu  of  tha  young  man  have 
the  vacant  look  which  borders  close  on  the 
idiotic  state.  Severe  mental  application  is 
tor  th(  m  almost  a  physical  impossibility.  It 
is  well  known  that  in  all  branches  of  busi¬ 
ness  where  considerable  mental  activity  is 
required  the  Turks  employ  Christians  to 
work  for  them.  This  is  owing,  not  so 
much  to  a  lack  of  education,  or  to  a  general 
lock  of  energy,  as  in  many  cases  to  a  men¬ 
tal  incapacity  which  often  amounts  to  im¬ 
becility.  Obvious  illustrations  of  the  spe¬ 
cial  topic  now  discussed -in  furnished  by  the 
royal  family  itself.  Saltan  Abdnl  Mejid, 
Sultan  Abdul  Azix  and  the  deceased  Sultan 
Murad  wero  all  ineu  of  depraved  minds, 
vicious  habits,  intemperate  and  sensual  in 
the  extrema,  and  were  alike  devoid  of  moral 
charaeter  and  mental  capacity.  Mental  in¬ 
capacity,  however,  from  the  causes  alleged 
is  not  confined  by  any  means  to  the  wealthy 
and  aristocratic  classes ;  it  is  found  in  all 
grades  of  society. — I'ke  BrtUt A  Quarterly 
JlecuxB.

The  pelele  is  tbe  most  extraordinary  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  charms  of  the  Makonde  wo¬ 
men.  This  is  a  pircular  piece  of  wood  va¬ 
riously  carved  and  adorned,  aud  generally 
about  two  inches  in  diameter.  It  is  worn 
in  the  upper  lip,  which,  of  course,  be¬ 
comes  enormously  extended  to  receive  it, 
and  which  appears  simply  like  an  india-rub¬ 
ber  bend  round  the  ornament.  Of  course, 
the  insertion  of  so  large  a  piece  of  unyield¬ 
ing  material  is  a  prolonged  operation.  The 
procees  commences  in  childhood  by  the  in¬ 
sertion  of  a  wooden  pin.  As  the  girl  grows 
this  is  removed  and  a  larger  one  pat  in,  un¬ 
til,  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  the  pelele  has  at¬ 
tained  its  full  size.  Iu  early  womanhood 
the  upper  lip,  with  its  strange  embellish¬ 
ment,  sticks  straight  out  from  the  face,  and 
when  seen  a  little  way  off  appears  not  un¬ 
like  a  duck’s  bilL  In  more  advanced  years, 
however,  the  lip  hangs  down,  quite  cover¬ 
ing  the  mouth — indeed,  actually  reaching 
below  the^chin.  At  this  stage  it  irresistibly 
reminds  one  of  the  snoot  of  the  tapir,  «»d 
the  resemblance  is  mode  still  more  striking 
by  the  flatuess  of  the  nove  and  the  thickness 
of  the  Ups.  These  extraordinary  ornaments 
are  highly  prized  by  the  Makonde,  and  I 
fortnd  it  qnite  impossible  to  obtain  more 
than  a  single  specimen,  and  (hat  had  not 
even  been  worn.  It  was  believed  that  if  a 
pelele  fell  into  my  possession  I  would  cer¬ 
tainly  work  some  black  magic  on  the  seller, 
and  produce  dire  mischief  generally. 
Doubtless  they  are  all  the  more  prized  by 
tbe  wives  because  they  are  invariably  the  af¬ 
fectionate  handiwork  of  their  husbands.  A 
Makonde  lady  would  no  more  think  of  dis¬ 
posing  of  her  pelele  than  a  European  lady 
of  her  marriage  ring.  When  a  Woman  dies 
this  much-prized  adornment  is  always  most 
religiously  preserved  by  her  husband  or 
n«nr  relativea.-V^pA  Thompson,  in  Good 
Word.
